IT IS HEREBY ENACTED by His Highness the Sultan 
in Council as follows: 


1.—This Enactment may be cited as the Prisons (Amend- 
ment) Enactment, 1948, and shall be read and construed as 
One with the Prisons Enactment, 1920, hereinafter referred 
to as the Principal Enactment. 


2.—Section 8(i) of the Principal Enactment is amended Amendment 
by substituting the words “the Governor of Sarawak” for the Oe 
words ‘Colonial Secretary, Straits Settlements” in line 2 and 
by substituting the words “Colony of Sarawak” for the words 


“Straits Settlements” in lines 5 and 6. 


3.—Section 8 (iv) of the Principal Enactment is amended Amendment 


substituting the word “Sarawak” for the words “the Straits Of, section 
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Settlements 
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
